Connally, fourth former Nixon Cabinet member to be indicted, 
issued a statement through his law office in Houston denying any guilt 
The federal grand jury, second impaneled during the Watergate 
investigation, also indicted Jake Jacobsen, a longtime Connallv 
associate, on one count of making an illegal payment to a public 
official. Connally was indicted on five counts 
The grand jury charged that Connally and Jacobsen 'unlawfully, 
willfully and knowingly did combine, conspire, confederate and agree 
ogether

investigations, to make false declarations before the grand jury and to 
testify falsely before the Senate Watergate committee 
The grand jury charges centered on $10,000 that Jacobsen, an 
attorney for a milk producers group, offered Connally. purportedly

Nixon abuse of powers 


argued by House committee

President Nixon will not resign even 
if impeached by the House, a White 
Hose spokesman said today. 
Gerald L. Warren, deputy press 
secretary, said Nixon remains firm 
in his determination not to resign 
and he did not see impeachment "as 
a circummtance which would cause 
him to resign.” 
Warren stressed several times in 
a meeting with reporters that the 
President was confident that the 
House would not vote to impeach 
him, although White House Chief of 
Staff 
Alexander 
M. 
Haig 
said 
Sunday 
the 
battle 
against 
impeachment had narrowed in the 
House and that the final vote might 
be very close. 
Warren said White House aides on 
Capitol Hill firmly believed Nixon 
would not be impeached although no 


head count of congressmen has been 
taken. 
Asked 
wheather 
Nixon 
might 
consider 
quitting 
if 
impeached, 
rather than going through a Senate 
trial, Warren said, "I cannot foresee 
any 
circumstances 
wherein 
the 
President would consider it in the 
best interests of the country.” 
Haig said much the same thing 
Sunday. 
Warren met with reporters while 
the House Judiciary Committee 
debated a second proposed article of 
impeachment 
involving 
alleged 
abuse of power. It approved an 
article Saturday night charging ob­ 
struction of justice in the Watergate 
cover-up. 
Warren declared: "The President 
believes individual members of the 
House will not approve a bill of 
impeachment.” 


Cyprus talks said deadlocked 
after agreement is reached

Greek Foreign Minister George 
Mavros said today the Cyprus talks 
among Britain, Greece and Turkey 
in Geneva had deadlocked after 
apparent agreement 
had 
been 
reached. 
But 
Turkish 
Premier 
Bulent Ecevit said later Turkey and 
Greece 
were 
studying 
an 
"acceptable’’ 
plan 
for 
phased 
withdrawal from Cyprus. 
Ecevit told a news conference in 
Ankara that "an agreement can be 
signed today —or never." He set a 
deadline for midnight today (6 p.m. 
EDT) on what appeared to be an 
ultimatum to Greece to accept his 
demands, 
including 
the 
reinforcement of the 20,000 troops 
landed on Cyprus since last Friday’s 
invasion. 
"Now each side is working on a 
plan for gradual withdrawal at a 
time seen fit for each of us," Ecevit 
told newsmen later. "This formula 
is acceptable for both Greece and 
Turkey.”

Makarios to office. 
Also complicating the dangerous 
situation 
was 
the 
Soviet 
announcement it was sending an 
observer to Geneva to sit in on the 
three-way talks. Britain, Greece 
and Turkey are the guarantors of 
Cyprus' sovereignty under terms of 
the 
1960 
treaty 
which gave it 
independence from Britain. 
The Turkish premier set his 
midnight deadline after a 3V2hour 
cabinet meeeting. He said he had 
informed Turkish Foreign Minister 
Turhan 
Gunes, 
T u r k e y ’s 
representative in Geneva, to reject 
Greece's demand that Turkey stop 
reinforcing its troop on Cyprus and 
stand firm on Turkey’s demands for 
autonomy

Robert 
McClory of Illinois, second ranking 
GOP member of the committee who 
voted Saturday night against the 
first article charging Nixon directed 
the Watergate cover-up. 
Rep. George Danielson, DCalif., 
said today President should be 
impeached for abuse of his powers, 
declaring 
that 
"the 
American 
people are eager to revere the 
presidency, and they are entitled to 
a president they can revere.” 


Rep. Charles Sandman, R-N.J. 
charged 
that 
Democrats 
were 
accusing 
Nixon 
of 
offenses 
committed 
by 
his 
aides 
and 
cautioned his colleagues: "Some 
day you may have a Democratic 
president. Do you want him to live 
up to all these new laws you are 
making?” 


For 
his part, 
Nixon 
remains 
confident the full House will not 
impeach him, and will not resign 
from office if it does, deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warrren said 
this afternoon. 


As 
the 
committee 
resumed 
historic 
debate 
on 
articles 
of 
impeachment against a president 
for the first time in more than a 
century, it appeared certain that the 
panel would approve the second 
article by a margin at least as great 
as the 27-11 vote Saturday on the 
first article. 


The first article urged that Nixon 
be impeached, tried and removed 
from the presidency for obstruction 
of justice in the Watergate cover-up. 


McClory 
announced 
he 
would 
switch his vote and urged Nixon be 
impeached for abuse of office. But 
there were indications that Rep. 
Harold V. Froehlich, R-Wis., who 
supported the first article, believed 
there was not enough evidence to 
support the abuse of powers section. 


Two 
other 
possible 
articles, 
charging

subpoenas for Watergate tapes and 
willfully evading more than $400,000 
in personal income taxes, were not 
expected to be considered until 
Tuesday.

Reinecke said he would not take a 
leave of absence while his case is 
being appealed if state law does not 
require him to step down. The 
appeal is expected to take up to a 
year.

Massive search underway 
for lost fishing vessel 


Two Coast Guard cutters, a force 
of helicopters and a search aircraft 
scoured the overcast seas 50 miles 
west of Pt. Arguello today for signs 
of a 35-foot fishing vessel that 
reported its engine dead in a final 
radio transmission F>iday. 


Fog and overcast hampered the 
search over the weekend for the 
Carrie Anne, bound from San Diego 
to 
Portland

Thomas Kendall of San Diego, and 
two unidentified passengers aboard. 


Coast 
Guard 
spokesmen 
this 
morning cited battery failure as the 
likely reason why no further radio 
message has been received after 
Kendall’s weak transmission Friday 


evening at 5:30 p.m. 
No injuries were reported aboard 
the powerless craft as the cutters 
Resolute and Pt. Winslow, both out 
of the San Francisco area, steamed 
into the search today. Coast Guard 
aircraft routinely land and refuel at 
Vandenberg Air Force base during 
such 
operations. 
Coast 
Guard 
spokesmen said that the Carrie 
Anne was not accompanied by other 
craft when her engine failed. 
Insurance investigators were due 
today to inspect the Jan Lynn, a 38- 
foot fishing vessel, also out of San 
Diego, that ran aground Friday, 
luckily in a sandy, sheltered inlet of 
the otherwise jagged Vandenberg 
coast.

The man who escaped at 
dawn today was Henry Es­ 
camilla, 40, one of the four 
convicts that Carrasco had 


held with 11 other hostages. 
He was severely cut on his 
head and arms in the daring 
escape from the fortress 
Carrasco and 
two other 
convicts have held since 1 
p m Wednesday. 
Sunday Carrasco had said 
today likely would be the 
end of the plan to escape, 
though he has given only 
hints of what he wants to do, 
v a r i o u s l y 
m e n t i o n i n g 
commandeering transporta­ 
tion to Mexico or Cuba for 
the three escapers and at 
least four hostages.

— Three Episcopal bishops 
acting in defiance of church 
law and risking possible 
dismissal from the ministry 
have vowed to ordain 11 
women into the priesthood 
today in services at a north 
Philadelphia church 
The three bishops, who 
have either resigned or 
retired 
from 
active 
jurisdictions, 
face 
disci­ 
plinary action that could 
“ range from censure or 
suspension to deposition,” 
according to Bishop Lyman 
C. Ogilby of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
“ This 
situation 
is 
unprecedented,” 
Bishop 
Ogilby said. “ I don’t know 
what action the church will 
take because we’ve never 
had 
anything 
like 
this 
before.” 
The three are the Rt. Rev. 
Robert L. DeWitt, former 
bishop of Pennsylvania; the 
Rt. Rev. Edward R. Welles 
II, former bishop of West 
Missouri, 
and the 
Rev. 
Daniel 
Corrigan, 
former 
head 
of 
the 
Domestic 
Missions for the church's 
National Executive Council. 
They said this weekend 
they had “ absolutely no 
plans to stop the ordination’’ 
despite appeals from the Rt. 
Rev. 
John 
M 
Allin, 
presiding 
bishop of the 
national church. 
In 
a 
sermon 
to 
be 
delivered at the ordination, 
Dr. Charles V. Willie, vice 
president of the church’s 
House of Deputies, said: 
“ ...it is an unjust law of 
the church which demeans 
women by denying them the 
opportunity 
to 
be 
professional priests. We will 
break the law of the church 
and we will suffer the 
consequences, knowing that 
unearned 
suffering 
is 
redemptive.” 
Canon 
law 
of 
the 
Episcopal church neither 
prohibits nor permits the 
ordination of women as 
priests, 
but 
the 
church 
traditionally has excluded 
females from the ministry.

Conviction by a jury does 
not 
mean 
immediate 
removal 
from 
office, 
according to Jerry Littman, 
a spokesman for the state 
attorney general’s office. 


“ Such 
removal 
is 
predicated on sentencing by 
the judge,” he said, noting 
that will not occur until all 
defense motions are made. 


No date has been set for 
sentencing. 


Another problem might 
arise because a “ felony” is 
defined in California as a 
crime punishable by a state 
prison term. This statutory 
definition would not apply to 
Reinecke, convicted under 
federal statutes. 


A formal opinion by state 
Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger probably will be 
needed to clarify Reinecke s 
right to continue his term as 
lieutenant governor, which 
expires 
in 
January, 
according to Reagan press 
aide Patrick McKelvey. 


However, McKelvey said, 
no such opinion has yet been 
requested. 
Reagan, who handpicked 
Reinecke for the lieutenant

Wheat deal said 
waste of taxes 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - 
In 
1972, six American 
companies sold 700 million bushels of grain to the Soviet 
Union, including 25 per cent of the total U.S. wheat crop As 
a result, a Senate subcommittee said Sunday, food prices 
went up and taxpayers’ money was wasted. 
The large sales of grain to the Russians are an 
illustration of how, in pursuit of a worthwhile goal, 
government programs and officials can go astray,’’ the 
subcommittee said in its report. 
At virtually every step, from the initial planning of the 
sales to the subsidy that helped support them, the grain 
sales were ineptly managed,’’ the report added. “ The result 
was public confusion, waste of taxpayers' dollars and 
higher food prices.” 
( hairman Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., charged the grain 
sales were born, nurtured, and consummated in a climate 
of secrecy and bureaucratic negligence. 
The Russians and the large grain companies reaped the 
major benefits from the sales,” Jackson said 
Sen Charles H Percy, R-I1L, the ranking Republican on 
the subcommittee, said “ out of the Russian gram deal, U.S. 
consumers got product shortages and higher prices.” 
The report said that Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
seriously underestimated the impact of the sales. 
The subcommittee said the sales created a shortage in 
domestic supplies that drove up the price of bread and 
flourbased products. 
The shortage also resulted in increases in the price of 
feed grains which led to higher prices for beef, pork, 
poultry, eggs and dairy products. 
The subcommittee did not contest the conclusion of the 
Justice Department that there was no conflict of interest in 
the role played by Clarence Palmby, who conducted the 
initial negotiations as the Agriculture Department re­ 
presentative while discussing his future job with the 
Continental Grain Co., which then went on to sell some 
eight million tons of grain to the Soviets. 
But the report said that Palmby, at a minimum, “ gave 
the appearance of an impropriety while insisting there was 
nothing improper in what he had done.”

Our economic growth 


A front page news story last week may 
have given many readers the impression 
that the economy of Lompoc and the 
County of Santa Barbara is slackening. 


The story concerned the taxable sales 
report for the first quarter of 1974 and a 
comparison was made with the last 
quarter of 1973. 


In that comparison, facts showed that 
indeed there was a drop of approximately 
$1.5 million in taxable sales, or 12 per cent, 
over the quarter before. However, as the 
story did point out, the last quarter of 1973 
was the ‘ holiday business” quarter and 
the comparison can certainly not be taken 
as a true economic measurement.

A 
more 
accurate 
measurement of 
economic growth of the city and the county 
is made by comparing the first quarter of 
1973 with the first quarter of 1974. This 
comparison shows a five per cent, or more 
than a half-million dollar growth over the 
1973 quarter for the city of Lompoc. For 
the county as a whole, it shows a 10 per 
cent growth. Incorporated cities as a 
whole in the county showed a five per cent 
growth and the unincorporated areas’ 
economic measure was up 28 per cent. 
So, the first quarter taxable sales report, 
traditionally lower than the last quarter of 
the previous year, does substantially prove 
that we are alive, well and growing in the 
economic sense.

Beethoven were traitors to socialist 
idealism, should be made edgy by 
the calm evolution of an American 
constitutional drama, or should fear 
that if Nixon is convicted he will be 
replaced in the White House by 
Anna Chenault, strikes me as simply 
— well, the kind of argument 
Professor Ross Terrill of Harvard is 


given to using — that is to say, any 
argument 
at all to further the 
Chinese Communist cause. 
One would think that if indeed all 
of 
China 
is one, 
the 
various 
committees 
on 
U.S. 
- 
China 
relations would be giving more 
attention to the achievements of the 
Republic of China, and that the 
commentators who are quick to 
discuss the estate of mankind all 
over the world, would pause over 
the dismaying human performance 
of 
the 
Chinese 
Communist 
government they so much admire. 
Mr. 
A. 
M. 
Rosenthal, 
the 
managing editor of the New York 
Times, recently paid a sentimental 
visit to India, where he had been 
stationed 20 years ago. “ And not one 
single person I met talked about 
giving 
up 
democracy 
for 
totalitarianism. 
They 
preferred 
India with flies to China without. 
There 
was 
surprisingly 
little 
admiration of or awe about China ... 
the Indians who influence New Delhi 
quite simply loathe the idea of a 
Chinese dictatorship.” 
And Professor Gerhart Niemeyer 
of Notre Dame writes of “ the 
astonishing example of Taiwan, 
where 
a 
highly 
industrialized 
society has been developed without 
breaking the continuity with China’s 
Confucian tradition. Taiwan has 
convincingly proved that planners, 
engineers, 
inventors, 
scientists, 
need 
not 
accept 
positivist 
prejudices, 
and 
that 
their 
performance 
is 
in 
no 
way 
diminished 
by 
retaining

In both small towns of this 
writer’s youth, there was one movie 
theatre each. They happened to be 
the only legitimate public evening 
destination
